UP IN A BALLOON. 


The Po wder Mill Ma n La cked Co ur­ 
a ge to Risk It. 


Mayor John A. Collins this forencAîn 
received a letter from J. L. Woods 
Merrill, representing the Kansas Cit> 
Gas and Oil Producing company, who 
recently petitioned the city council to 
grant him a franchise to furnish nat­ 
ural gas for the city of Sedalia at 25 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 
In the missive Mr. Merrill enclosed 
il fac-simile ordinance of the one he 
desires the council to itsss, which 
grants him the franchise to furnisu 
gas at the above stated rate. 
The specifications of the ordinance 
are quite lengthy. 
Mr. Merrill says 
he will furnish natural gas to all con­ 
sumers at the rate of 25 cents per 
1.000 cubic feet for the first five years; 
at the rate of 2 7^ cents for the fol­ 
lowing three years, and at the rate of 
30 cents for al! time after that. 
Another specification of the ordi­ 
nance is that Mr. Merrill shall have 
bis plant furnished and in operation 
within twelve months after the pas­ 
sage of the ordinance. 
Mayor Collins and all the city coun 
cilmen are very enthusiastic on the 
2 5 cent gas proposition, and it is very 
llkelv that the council will willingly

pass the ordinance, granting the fran­ 
chise, at next Monday night’s meet­ 
ing. 


Chief of Police W. H. Boullt return­ 
ed Wednesday night from Belleville,

On September 3d, last, Mr. Boullt, 
who had arrested Whiteside in this 
city several days previous, turned the 
negro over to George O. Purdy, chief 
of policée f East St. Louis, at whose 
instance .fiirshal Boullt made the ar­ 
rest. 
Governor Dcneen, of Illinois, had 
offered a reward of $ 200 for the ar­ 
rest uf the negro and it is claimed 
the money should be given to Messrs. 
Boullt and Redmon, as they made the 
arrest. 
When Mr. Boullt reached Lelleville 
he learned that a police officer of 
SI. Louis, 
who had 
furnished the 
“tip” that Whiteside w^as in Sedalia, 
claimed the reward, and, owing lo 
that fact neither Mr. Boullt nor the 
other applicant for the reward re­ 
ceived It. 
Chief Boullt îéaves tonight for East 
St. Louis, where he will make an­ 
other effort to secure the reward, 
which is rightfully his, and in case 
he should not get it, legal steps will 
be lasen to secure its paymept. 
It is also probable that other action 
in the case will be taken by Mr. Boullt, 
as it is alleged that the St. I^nis po­ 
lice officer has signed affidavits stat­ 
ing that he made the arrest.

Cincinnati.—A scientific Investiga­ 
tor of this city has been try ing to ar­ 
rive at a definite idea of the amou nt 
of soot deposited in the city in the 
cou rse of a y ear. 
One of his tests 
was to place bu ck ets three-fou rths 
filled with water on 
11 roofs in differ­ 
ent parts of the city . 
At the end of three months a care­ 
fu l analy sis was made of the contents 
of the bu ck ets to 
ascertain 
the 
amou nt of carbonaceou s matter. The 
final compu tation is that in the down­ 
town area the falling soot amou nts 
to 541 tons a month, or 18 tons dally . 
On a* squ are mile of the city the 
soot deposit is 171 tons a month, or 
343,728 pou nds, an average of several 
pou nds to each inhabitant. In one of 
the su bu rbs the soot in the bu ck et 
was .464 grams to the squ are foot for 
a period of 30 day s. 
For the same 
time the deposit at a central point in 
the city was 22.550 grams to the 
squ are foot. 
Other cities that bu rn soft coal need 
not flatter themselves that they fare 
mu ch better. A glance ou t at the win­ 
dows tells the story . In many parts 
of a sooty city the trees and flowers 
are coated with grime and often re­ 
fu se to grow, 
Tte smok e clou d inju res health in 
several way s, one of which Is the 
shu tting ou t of the su nlight that de­ 
stroy s disease germs. 
That soot Is 
deposited In hu man lu ngs is a fact 
well k nown to su rgeons. 
These figu res were laid before a 
smok e abatement leagu e meeting in 
Cincinnati and it was resolved to ask 
the next legislatu re for more strin­ 
gent anti-smok e laws. 
The present 
methods of smok e abatement are visi­ 
bly u nsatisfactory and the opinion is 
widely held that relief mu st come 
throu gh some means not y et attained.

BURNED AT STAKE. 


An Ohioan Is Robbed. Beaten 
and Set Afire. 


His'BURNS PROBABLY FATAL 


Officers Are Seeking a Woman Who 
W as Jilted and Vowed

H e lay on th e riv er bank alm ost nude, 
all night, and a t cayiight staggered 
across the bridge to th e city, and was 
m et by a policem an a m ile from the 
scene. 
H is flesh w^as badly cook^., 
and when his few rem aining garm ents 
w ere rem ov ed pieces of flesh cam e 
w ith them . 
His condition is critical. 
A t the scene of th e burning the 
police found pieces of clothing th a t 
had been torn off C oulter in th e fight. 
N ear the stak e w here C oulter w as 
tied was a large quantity of fuel to 
m ake th e burning com plete and cov er 
up th e crim e. 
C oulter could not recog iize his as­ 
sailants, but he believ es one m an was 
a jealous riv al v .ho had followed him 
and his sw eetheart during th e ev en­ 
ing. 
The suspect is w anted by flie 
police, but he cannot be found. 
The police are also w orking on a 
clue th a t a wpm an who w as jilted by 
C oulter ov er a year ago and who 
sw ore v engeance, know s about the 
crim e.
